Today we enjoy the public service rendered by banking insti­ 
tutions and only on a few occasions even do we hear of difficulties 
overcome in the development of our wonderful system, for it 
was several generations ago when the building up of this system | 
of public confidence and service began. 
In the first congress, Alexander Hamilton proposed the estab­ 
lishment of a National Bank to act as financial agent of the gov­ 
ernment. 
This was 1790 and the BantrThen created continued in 
existence until 1811. 
From 1816 to 18% we have this National 
Bank; and then the issue slept until 1862 when “Greenback Cur­ 
rency” was really an assumption of the power to make forced 
loans. 
The interim of 1886 to 1862 was that of state banks and those 
of the state of New York where a careful system of supervision 
was developed really became the germ of our National Banking 
System which began in 1868. 
The 1898 report of the monetary commission states “not until 
July 20th, 1868, was the first charter granted and authorization 
given to the First National Bank of Philadelphia to begin busi­ 
ness. 
In August 1863 twenty-six banks were reported in pro­ 
cess of organization. 
During the year 1863-64 the process of 
organizing new’ banks and reorganizing old ones proceeded with j 
painful slowness.”

During the period from 1836-02 the public moneys were deposited in 
State Hanks and those opposed to this plan favored appointment of agents 
to disburse United State* Revenue and was known a* "The Sub Treasury 
Plan” and it is interesting to note in the early issues of our local papers, 
the Star and Banner, and The Adams Sentinel, the attitude of our local 
people who favored the state bank plan. 
April IO, 1838, under the title Another Sub-Treasury Exploded: 
“The 
receiver at the Ionia I,and Office has taken to himself wings and fled leaving 
Uncle Sam minus some $10,000 or $1 o.OOO. 
April 17, 1838, The Burial of the Sub-Treasury Bill was set in rhyme*. 
"Not a word was said, nor a speech was made, 
As the bill through the House was hurried, 
No kindly Conservative came to oui* aid 
As a favorite measure was buried. 


We said not a word in defence o f it, there, 
We were not (to tell the truth) able; 
But we rose* from our seats in silent despair. 
And left it alone on the table. 
The rhyme is noted as if it were a letter from the Sub-Treasury advocate 
in Washington to his Political Friend at home and bears the form of the 
poem “Burial of Sir John Moore,” by Charles Wolfe 
"Not a drum was heart, nor a funeral note 
As his corpse to the rampart we hurried.” 
May 22, 1838, the new ten million treasury Note Bill amended passed 
the House HO to IOO by the speaker casting hfs vote with the minority 
and in the Senate it passed 27 to 13 thus indicating that views on State 
bank plan was closely contested. 
June 5, 1838, State Banks were hampi red in their collections from non-1 
residents as shown by the decision of an associate justice in Circuit Court 
in Alabama whereby a citizen of Alabama owing the Pennsylvania State 
Bank $3,450,00 was not compelled to par because the corporation deriving 
its |XiWer from a charter granted by the legislature of one state cannot 
make contracts beyond the limit of the state. 
This item has as its con­ 
clusion: “God .save the Country.” 
July IO, 1838, the Sub-Treasury Bill was defeated 111 to 125 but Penn-i 
S y l v a n ia was favorable 17 to ll.

July 17, 1838, there is stated aq earnest desire by the great mass o f' 
people of Pennsylvania to have a resumption of specie payment and the 
issue of July 24, 1838, contains Governor Ritner’s Proclamation requiring* 
banks of this Commonwealth on or before August 13 resume and continues 
the redemption of their respective notes bills and other obligations in gold 
and silver in accordance to the true intent and meaning of their charters. 
This issue bears a great headline “A glorious day for Pennsylvania” show­ 
ing the hearty approval of this section to sound banking. 
Other states to 
fall in line with resumption were M assachusetts, Rhode Island, Delaware, 
V irginia, Connecticut, Maryland, Kentucky, and Missouri. 
So, banking institutions organised prior to 1863 would have had their t 
origin under the State and by reorganization became National Banks after 
1863. 
These banks would have lived thiough the opposition to them of the 
Sub-Treasury plan; the difficulty to collect bills in another state; the paying 
of gold and silver for th* ir notes and tne taxation imposed upon them 
before becoming National Banks.• » * * * * 
The predecessor of the First National Bank of Gettysburg was the 
FARM ERS’ and M ECHANICS’ SA VING S INSTITUTIO N of ADAM S 
COUNTY, Gettysburg, and the issue of May 9, 1859, contains the following , 
accounts:

December 6, 18&I, issue contains an election notice for the election of 13 
directors to serve the Savings Institution for the year 1860 signed by 
George Throne and George Arnold.

“We learn that measures are in train for the establishment of a National 
Bank in this place under the act of Congress. 
The Farm ers’ and Me­

“ First National Bank of Gettysburg, George Throne, president, George 
Arnold, cashier, and stock increase fronv 50,000 to 100,000 there is yet an 
opportunity to subscribe.”
